Richardson Gift 

Warren Richardson, another 
Smith and Dove 
firm, donated $1,000 to the school 


fund and it was his generous gift 
to the Andover school system that 


enabled the Chandler residents to 


cause the boys who attended were 
18 and 19 years of age and re- 
quired a stern hand to rule them. 
In the summer young students 
and girls attended the school and 
required the guidance of a woman 
teacher, The teachers were paid a 
salary of one to two dollars a 
week and board was provided at 
local homes free. 

The Richardson school did not 
outgrow its usefulness in the 
community until 1924, when the 
present Shawsheen school was 
built. 


Rules Against Pranks 

Evidently children in the mid 
1800’s were not as sternly raised 
as our forebears would have us 
believe. The following by-laws of 
the Richardson school suggest 
that the adolescents of those 
years were similar to those of 
this century and in many ways a 
good deal more prankish, at least 
as far as school mastery was con- 
cerned, 

1. ‘‘No scholar shall go so far 
from the school-house at recess 
that he cannot be easily called by 
the teacher. 

2. ‘*No scholar shall enter any 
orchard or field, nor throw stones 
or any other thing into them; 


3. ‘‘No scholar shall injure the 
fences about the school-house, 
out-house or pump, by cutting, 
marking or defiling them by break- 
ing the glass or by any means. 
And if any scholar shall so of- 
fend, it shall be the duty of the 
teacher to make it known to the 
parents or guardian of such of- 
fender who shall make the dam- 
age good. 

4. **No scholar shall be admit- 
ted into the summer school under 
the age of three and one half nor 
into the winter school under the 


age of five years, nor into the- 


school, summer or winter who 
does not belong to the district. 

5. ‘If any scholar shall disobey 
the good and wholesome rules of 
school and continue to do so, it 
shall be the duty of the teacher to 
report such scholar to the Pru- 
dential committee, who may sus- 
pend or expel said refractory stu- 
dent as they may then expedient. 

6. ‘It shall be the duty of the 
teacher to see that the fires are 
built each morning, when fires 
are necessary, and also that the 
bell is rung morning and noon, 
commencing at least 10 minutes 
before school time. 

7. ‘*It shall be the duty of each 
teacher to see that all is safe in

teacher to read their scholars the 
foregoing regulations at the com- 
mencement of each term, and as 
often as once in three weeks dur- 
ing the term, and to see that they 
are obeyed.”’

No Single Head 

“There is no single body or of- 
ficial controlling the administrat- 
ion of the town’s affairs or the dis- 
bursement of funds appropriated 
by the town meeting for the con- 
duct of the town’s business and 
the extension of its services. The 
fact that there is no central ad- 
ministrative head and that so many 
different boards have to consider 
so many different facets of town 
administration leads to much con- 
fusion. Frequently, problems are 
referred from one board to another 
because of confusion as to Statu- 
tory requirements or for other rea- 
sons. This form of administration 
is ineffective and confused. The 
situation has convinced your com- 
mittee that a change is desirable 
and necessary’’. 

Boards Independent 

Along the same lines, the re- 
port said investigations have shown 
that the three main town boards 
operate independently of | each 
other and are responsible only to 
the voters and ‘‘have little com- 
munication with the other except 
as some one individual may be a 
member of more than one board’’. 

The report pointed out that some 
50 persons are now elected to po- 
sitions or boards or town offices. 
It said that the conclusions of the 
committee were based ‘‘solely on 
a careful study of the present or- 
ganization of town government’” 
and said that no intent to be crit- 
ical of any officials existed. 
Full-Time Administrator 

The report, listing other reasons 
for the change, said ‘*However 
diligent a part-time elected offi- 
cial may be, it seems unrealistic 
to expect the efficient service 
that could be had through a single 
trained official who could devote 
his full time to the administration 
of the town’s affairs’’. 

“We are convinced’’, the report 
read, ‘‘that the town will continue 
to grow and that such growth will 
demand careful central planning 
and a continuing program of de- 
velopment. Past experience proves 
that under our present form of ad- 
ministration the town cannot ex- 
pect to keep abreast of the de- 
mands of future growth’’. 

After describing the Executive 


Secretary to Selectmen form of ad- 


ministration as a system urfder 
which the Secretary has only the 
powers and duties given him by 
the selectmen and under which 
the Secretary can only work for 
the selectmen unless given their 
permission to help other boards, 
the report said the committee also 
discussed the value of combining 
some present boards. 


Avoids Issue 


The report stated the members’ 


conclusions: ‘‘Any attempt to im- 
prove the town administration 
must, of necessity, involve amend- 
ment to the statutes which govern 
our town affairs. At best, any 
amendment short of the adoption 
of a complete new charter would 
be avoiding the issue and would 
not in any sense assure the im- 
provement necessary for the effi- 
cient administration of town busi- 
ness.’’ 
Town Meeting As-Is 

The report also noted that the 
town meeting will remain, with 
powers ‘‘exactly’’ the same as at 
present. The comment came after a 
mention of one objection to the 
plan, that of the people surrender- 
ing their rights. It said that the 
selectmen are still answerable to 
the people and can be reelected or 
defeated according to their ser- 
vice of the town. 


Answers Questions 
Some questions which the com- 


asked were answered in the re- 
port. They included: 

How much is a manager paid? 
About nine or 10 thousand dollars 
for a good one. 

Have Massachusetts 
thrown out the manager form? Six- 
teen have adopted it since 1915 
and one threw it out. Twelve cit- 
ies adopted city manager and nine 
retain it. 

Is the plan undemocratic? It’s a 
change in administration but not in 
form of government. Town meeting 
continues to be sourse of author- 
ity. Voters elect selectmen, who 
appoint and can remove a man- 
ager. Is more responsive to the 
voters’ wishes, is more accessi- 
ble to the people, can make imme- 
diate decisions. ‘‘There is less 
buck passing’’.

sion. board or office to another, 

“(e@) The town manager shall 
fix the compensation of all town 
officers and employees appointed 
by him, subject to any applicable 
provisions of chapter thirty-one of 
the General Laws. 

“(q) The town manager shall 
keep full and complete records of 
his office and shall render as often 
as may be required by the select- 
men a full report of all operations 
during the period reported on. 

“(e) The town manager shall 
keep the selectmen fully advised 

as to the needs of the town, and 
shall recommend to the selectmen 


| for adoption such measures Te- | 


quiring action by them or by the 
town as he may deem necessary 
or expedient. 

“(f) The town manager shall 
have jurisdiction over the rental 
and use of all town property, ex- 
cept schools. He shall be respon- 
sible for the maintenance and re- 
pairs of all town property, includ-, 
ing school buildings and grounds. 
He shall be responsible for the 
preparation of plans and _ the 
supervision of work on all con- 
struction, reconstruction, altera-

The planning board has been 
asked to set aside areas for con- 
servation and recreation in the 
town. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harold Rafton ap- 
peared before the board Monday 
night to urge the action. 

Mr. Rafton told members of the 
board that he and his wife believe 
swamp and marsh areas, some 
woodlands, open areas and some 
acreage on high ground should be 
conserved for public use. 

He originally suggested the 
idea in a Letter to the Editor of 
the Townsman, in which he called 
for public contributions to a fund 
which might be used to buy up 
such land for donation to the town. 


The areas suggested by Mr, 
Rafton include all swampy sect- 
ions available, which he would 


leave in their natural state. Uses 
of the areas, he said, would be 
for nature study, hikes, and act- 
tivities which promote good health 
and welfare of the citizens. 

He told the board that state ex- 
urge communities to keep 
areas of the town for public use. 
He also pointed out that high car- 
bon dioxide content in the air, 
caused by industry and increased 


| residential growth, requires con- 


siderable areas where trees and

removing it from the air.
